Removed from the dirt, the dust, 
the heat and the shell fire which 
plagued him in Korea, Pfc. John 
Lumpkin, of Rome,, reported: 

“We didn’t havé enough men to 
protect our flanks .. . North Ko- 
reans were in front of us... be- 
hind us... on all sides of us.” 

Pfc. Lumpkin, one of the first 
Georgia servicemen to give a 
firsthand account of the fighting 
to home folk, left Korea Aug. 13. 
He was given an emergency fur- 
lough when the Red Cross there 
received word his mother, Mrs. 
Daisy Lickliter, was dying of 
cancer. 

The grief-stricken private trav- 
eled by jeep, plane and train— 
but arrived two days too late. 

“She died Thursday night,” he 
said. “I reached here Saturday.” 

Pfc. Lumpkin talks about the 
Korean War only when ques- 
tioned. 

“People don’t understand,” he 
said, ‘“‘what it’s like. You are dirty 
and tired all the time there... . 
When I got to where people. were 
wearing clean clothes, it was like 
entering another world.”

With school bells-less than two weeks 
away, most of Georgia’s counties are faced 
with a critical teacher shortage. . 


State school administrators yesterday 


| were sticking to their guns in face of Roy 


Harris’ charge through his publication, 
The Augusta Courier, that the State Board 
has enough money to hire 690 additional 
teachers. The board had recently frozen 
the total number of teachers at last year’s 
level despite the fact that attendance in- 
creases call for 860 more instructors. 

Dr. J. I. Allman, of the Education De- 
partment, has explained that. a million- 
and-a-half-dollar surplus (Roy, Harris said

MacArthur, 
Physical Marvel 


TOK YO—Of all the bunk I have encountered 
in 20 years of reporting, the most reprehensible 
fist is the report being circulated in Washington 

that Gen, Douglas MacArthur is too old to carry the burdens of the 
occupation of Japan and the conduct of the Korean War. 


Information reaching Tokyo indicates that the general's con- 
scienceless detractors, spreading their rumors 10,000 miles from the 
scene of the man’s remarkably able and industrious achievements, 
have created the fiction that he should be replaced by a younger 
man. : 
Which younger man? That is the question which frames itself 
in the minds of a vast majority of his officers and men, the Govern- 
ment of Japan and the United States Go ent, people in Tokyo, 
and reporters who take the time and trouble to watch him work. 


. McArthur would be the first to scoff 
Not Indispensable at the concept of the indispensable 
man. His training is that of a man who has had to regard 
expendability—of himself as well as others—as an integral part 
of life. Yet it is apparent in abundant portions that he comes as 
close to béing irreplaceable as any individual in modern history. 

One has only to look around Japan today to know that he has 
worked a miracle of change that will hold a momentous page in 
history. A nation of 84 million people, Asia’s most literate and 
industrious nation, was determined to fight him and his men to 
death just five short years ago. 

Today the feudal, emperor-worshiping, cruelly exploited 
Japanese nation is a thriving democracy, working its way out of 
debt with a greater speed than our European dependents. It is 
a nation that has followed MacArthur’s leadership, not bowed to 
his mightier club.

A great deal.of this writer's 
experience has centered around conditioned athletes, and if 
MacArthur is not one of the physical marvels of our time then I 
am blind as a mole. : 

Pass the Dai Ichi building in the lete hours of the night and 
you will find lights blazing in MacArthur’s sixth floor head- 
quarters offiee. And he was there during the morning and after- 
noon. And he will be back in the morning. 

It is astonishing but true that the last time MacArthur was 
absent from duty was in.1912, when he fractured a wrist. On 
two occasions in World War I he stépped a German bullet or 
shrapnel but never fell back to a field hospital. He has not 
taken one day’s leave of absence since the bombing of Pearl 
Harbor. His weight has not varied two pounds for the past 
30 years. 

His is the Spartan life, for that is his training and nature, If 
my assumption is correct, that he will take personal command of 
the United Forces in the field, he will lead the familiar soldier's 
life—and thrive on it as a duck thrives on water. ; 

In fact, if the truth were known, he probably itches to get 
his feet back in the dirt, now that he believes with complete justi- 
fication that Japan can be trusted. 

The first person in the world who will know that Douglas 
MacArthur can no longer outgame and outfox an enemy of the 
American people, either in the field or from behind a desk, will be 
Douglas MacArthur himself.

We Need A Chance to Build Muscle 


Thomas Stokes is on vacation. 
WASHINGTON—Undoubtedly Americans are wondering just how well we would stack up 


against Russia in the event of all-out war. 


Indications are that we wouldn't do too well if war 


were to start tomorrow. But if we are given a year or two in which to put back the muscle that 
economy moves cut, our ability to defend ourselves would be so improved that military experts 
feel that Russia would have lost her chance to defeat us. : 


Another way of saying this is that our mili- 
tary strength and ability to wage a victorious 
war is to be measured more in terms of “po- 
tential” rather than in terms of “actual.” In con- 
trast, Russia now possesses the “actual” ability 
to wage war as distinguished from “potential.” 

There are good indications that Russia has 
already nearly reached the maximum of her po- 
tential—short of taking over other countries of 
the world. And taking over other countries of 
the world is no longer the relatively easy action 
for Russia that it has been. The United States 
decision to fight in Korea has changed all that. 


We have the atomic bomb superiority— 
bat for how long we do not know—and a 
tremendous advantage in industrial ability to 
wage war. Russia has the manpower, the 
fully armed preparedness now, and the ad- 
vantage of ruthlessly pursuing aggression. 


The world knows that it is not our policy to 
Start a war, That, in itself, is a tremendous ad- 
vantage for Russia, for if war is to come it will 
be started by Russia through her attack on us. 
In other words, Russia has the advantage of 
choosing when, where and how to attack us— 
the advantage of surprise and @initiative. 

There is some feeling in Congress that it it 
ean be definitely established beyond any doubt 
that Russia plans to ultimately attack us, then 
‘we should not wait for the attack but make the 
choice of when, where and how ourselves. You 
will note that that is a very big IF—for how 
can you definitely establish beyond any doubt 
that any nation will start a World War III. 

Sad and disturbing as the Korean War is, we 
may ultimately come to record it as one of 
Stalin's major tactical errors. We may come to 
regard it as an alarm clock that awakened us

early enough, and before it was too late to pre- 
pare ourselves for attack by Russia. We may 
come to regard it as a shock that jolted us into 
more realistic self-appraisal—that made us take 
our head out of the sand and face the reality 
that all-of us knew we would have to face some 
day. 

The Korean War has made us realize that 
Russia has greater military strength than we 
thought, and that we are militarily weaker than 
we realized. It has made us realize that Con- 
gressman Carl Vinson, Chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, was so right when 
he said many months before the Korean War 
that the Defense Department had not only cut 
the fat out of our defense, but had cut too 
much of the muscle as well. 


The Korean War has shown that the 
modern weapons, by which some of our 
military experts gave optimistic assurances 
that small numbers of men could defeat mass 
manpower such as Russia possesses—that 
these reported modern weapons for the 
the greater part are just on paper and not 
in production. 


The Korean War has shown that air power 
alone cannot win a modern war. It has shown 
that armies and navies have not been out- 
moded by air power and thus put us back in 
better balanced perspective on air power. The 
Korean War has shown that our intelligence has 
been in poor shape, but that our evaluation of 
intelligence has been even worse. 

In short, the Korean War has shown us up. 
Let us hope that is a blessing in disguise and 
that we will quickly correct the exposed weak- 
nesses. 


‘Get Dean Acheson, Lay Off Johnson’ 


WASHINGTON—Some days ago, the Republican Congressional leaders reached an important 


decision. 


At a closed-door meeting attended by such satraps as policy chief Senator Robert 


Taft and Senate floor leader Kenneth Wherry, it was decided to base Republican strategy in the 
forthcoming Congressional campaign squarely on an all-out attack on Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson. At the same meeting, reportedly in response to the passionate pleading of Senator Owen

It was Acheson, after all, who repeatedly 
and rather desperately warned the country of 
the danger of our situation, and it was Johnson 
who equally consistently boasted of non-existent 
American strength. 


It was Acheson who called for “unity 
and sacrifice,” to “mobilize our total re- 
sources” in order to create “situations of 
strength,” which would permit a peaceful 
settlement with the Soviet Union. It was 
Acheson who warned that without such an 
effort, “we can lose this struggle without a 

fired.” It was Acheson whe told

Tt was Johnson, appearing before the same 
Senate committee, who remarked coyly that he 
had been “living a little more closely” with the 
military situation than Acheson, and promised 
the Senators that his best guess was that the 
cest could be reduced in future—about as bad 
@ guess as any public figure in recent history 
has made. It was Johnson who falsely prom- 
ised the country that we were “obtaining greater 
combat capabilities at less expense.” 


Now all Acheson’s warnings have been 
tragically vindicated. Now all the falseness and 
» emptiness of Johnson’s boasts have been tragi- 
cally revealed. Yet it is Acheson, not Johnson, 
who is to be the Republican target. Why? 


and however laudable Acheson’s motives may 
have been, this certainly left him wide open to 
attack. Another source is Acheson's personality. 
It is not only that Acheson’s obviously superior 
intelligence enrages the primitives of the stripe 
of Senator Wherry. It is also true that Ache- 
son's rather frigid manner has irritated many 
people in the Congress and the country. What 
is more important, Acheson, unlike Johnson 
with his American Legion background, has no 
protective political base. 

Moreover, Acheson does not enjoy one major 
Johnson asset—a total absence of principle. 
Acheson has given strict orders to all his subordi- 
nates not to criticize Johnson in any way. At the 
same time, it is no secret that Johnson has 
deliberately embarked on a campaign of distor- 
tion designed to undermine Acheson's position.

also shrewdly reversed his position. He now 
talks to Congressmen about a $50 billion defense 
budget next year, and more than hints that a 
general war is probably inevitable.

WITH 24th DIVISION ON NAKTONG 
FRONT, , Aug. 22—U.P)—The bloody 
24th Division celebrated its S5ist day of blazing 
frontline action Monday by finishing off its 
bitterest enemy—the elite North Korean Fourth 
Division that once threatened to wipe it out. 

Monday, the 24th—the division that bore the 
full -brunt of the early Communist invasion of 
South Korea, took a rest—a rest that was sweeter 
because it was the rest of victorious soldiers who 
refused to acknowledge defeat when it stared 
them in the face. 

They were taking advantage of the respite 
they had won by taking everything the enemy 
had to offer and then slugging back though the 
odds were five to one against them and the North 
Pr gy were perilously close to realizing their 

st. 

The fighting was over in the Changnyong 
bulge for the time being, though, and for the 
first time since July 2 the warriors of the 24th 
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Just nine days ago the situation for the 24th 
was so critical that its cooks and bakers were in 
battle against a battalion of Communists who 
had drifted through the front lines almost to the 
doorstep of the division's command post. 

They fought for 36 hours before infantrymen 
streamed in to take over and wipe out the 
enemy battalion. 

‘On the morning of Aug. 15 a task force com- 
posed of the Ninth Regimental combat team of 


the Second Division and elements of the 24th | 
opened the second day of an attack by the Com- | 
mumnists and regained the ground they had lost | 


the day béfore.’ 


On the 16th both sides held their positions ! 
and American reinforcements arrived to bring | 
the division to nearly full fighting strength for | 


the first time since it arrived in Korea. 
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The next morning the infantry and Marines 
started forward, stalled, dug in and moved fér- 
ward again.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21—(7)— 
Rep. Davis, Republican, Wiscon- 
sin, proposed Monday the arrest 
and deportation of aliens who 
claim exemption from military 
service.

They should 
plan activities together that 
they will both enjoy. And they 
should allow their children some 
privacy. They should be allowed 
their own room whenever it is 
possible, where they can feel 
free to go when they do not 
want to be disturbed. They 
should be allowed to receive 
mail without the parents read- 
ing it, if they don’t want them 
to. They should also be al- 
lowed to talk on the telephone 
without their mother or father 
listening in. 

“Children should be allowed 
to bring friends to their house. 
Every kid loves it when his 
friends say something nice about 
his parents. It makes him feel 
proud.”

Jesus Tells Martha. 
Cook Simply, Don't Fret

Voices floated in from the living room and time passed 
but dinner was not called. Jesus had an appointment for 
the evening and would be late for it. The bread burned: 
the roast was not done: the knife slipped and cut her hand 
as she shredded the tossed salad. At last the storm broke 
and Martha appeared in the door, arms akimbo and flour 


on her face. 

“Lord, make Mary eome and 
help me. I cannot get this meal 
on the table in time for you to 
get to your appointment. She 
ought to be ashamed to leave it 
all for me to do... .” All of us 
can imagine what Martha said at 
this time. She was really “hot 
and bothered” and all her com- 
posure and poise were gone. 

But she DID come to Jesus, 
She DID tell him all about it. 
She DID turn the situation over 
to him, though she suggested 
how he could solve it. She did 
not even try to wait until she 
eould count ten, or wash her 
face and hands, or in any way 
retain her dignity. When we 
have done all of the above 
things, we sometimes feel that 
we have handled a situation, and 
are prone to think that we have 
eonquered ourselves.

Typewriter keys 
can wreck a brand new coat of 
nail polish. 

Mary’s hands are long and 
slender, with tapered fingers. 
They are, in fact, one of her 
most attractive features. Yet 
she seldom wore polish because 
she could not keep it from ‘chip- 
ping. And she did realize that 
chipped polish is the mark of 
an untidy person. 

She learned, however, that 
polish can be applied in such a 
manner that it is almost chip- 
proof. You start with a base 
coat, colorless, and apply it to 
clean, grease-free*’ nails. (That 
means a careful scrubbing with 
a brush, soap and water, after 


you’ve removed your old pol- 
ish.) 


Let this coat dry for at 
least two minutes. Next comes 
a coat of your favorite shade, 
applied to the base of the nail 
with a sweeping, half-moon 
stroke. Next, one upward 
stroke, straight up the center 
of the nail, all the way to the 
tip. 

Now you fill in each side with 
another upward sweep of the 
brush. This coat should dry for 
another two minutes. Then the 
nails are ready for their second 
coat of colored polish, put on in 
exactly the same manner as the 
first. Allow another two min- 
utes for this coat to dry and 
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Polish Stays a Week 


follow with another applica- 
tion of the base coat. 

And here’s the trick: If you 
want to wear your polish to the 
tips of your nails apply the final 
colorless coat out to and under 
the nail tip, a fraction of an 
inch. This acts as a polish pro- 
tector, much as if you had slip- 
ped a transparent cover over 
each nail. 

Mary complained that the 
waiting between coats consumed 
too much time. However when 
she found that her polish stay- 
ed put for a week, without a 
chip, she realized that it took 
fewer minutes than a complete 
new manicure every three days, 
a process she found necessary in 
the past.

the fat left on. Instructions are 
that all salt must be avoided. 
What about this? ...

times more fuel than the other 
nutrients. Still you can eat 
meat and potatoes three times 
a day... and lose weight. 
Why? Because you will only 


want so much meat and pota- | 


toes. After that you will not 
be tempted to go on eating as 


you would if blueberry muffins, | 


strawberry shortcake, or some 
other delectable carbohydrate 
were placed in front of you. 

The originators of this eat- 
all-the-fat-you-wish diet claim 
that calories do not count in 
reducing. Hold on! The only 
time calories need not be reck- 
oned with is when they are not 
there. When the calories con- 
sumed are below the number 
used daily, stored fat will be 
drawn on and weight will be 
lost. That scientific fact was 
proved fifty years ago. 

This liberal fat diet does not 
include bread and butter, vege- 
tables, salads or desserts ... 
nothing but meat and potatoes. 
Take everything but those two 
foods out of the menu, and the 
total calories will be low enough 
in most cases to force stored fat 
to be used. The high protein 
furnished in the liberal amounts 
of meat three times a day serves 
to stimulate burning of body 
fat. If Mrs. Sprat had had 
dack’s share of the lean with 
her fat portion, she would have 
been in less danger of losing 
her figure.
